The arms must be dropped 
lifeless by the side, parWtijr r«,i.™i. ?hn 
chect must ho rii-mvn u> its full muscular 
capacity and tha chin will be drawn In 
The further instructions are to slowly rise 
up on the balls of the feet to the greatest 
possible height, thereby exercising all the 
muscles of the legs and body; then to 
come into a standing position without 
swaying tho bo ly backward out of the 
perfect line.

Electricity In Tooth Extraction 


The extraction of teeth by electricity 


I has excited a good deal of interest aud 


I some curiosity. When the patient takes 


hold of Uie handles of the battery the cur- 
rent is giadually increased in intensity 
until the patient can bear no more; then, 
while the forceps are being introduced' 
the current is turned off for a second, and 
on again. The rest is tho same as with- 
out .electricity.

taiped recently, but lue game was playou 
a half a century ngo. Tho first club to 
play the game in this or any other coun- 
try was the old Knickerbocker club of 
Now lork, long ago out of oxistenco nnd 
its plavers under the sod. The olub was 
organiM-d In ism. It was the pioneer base 
ball club of tho country. It wiis claimed 
that a club was organized prior to tho 
!i.mckerboekers, but no records can sub- 
stantiate it, but at any rate, men who be- 
longed _ to those ancient teams are enjoy- 
ing their eternal sleep, and have left to 
their brawny sons and grandsons tho task 
of perpetuating the sport. 


The lirst regular professional base bill 


team ever established was the Cincinnati 
C u b under tlia management of Harry 
Wright, which went Into practical opera- 
tion in 1808. Thero had boen a number of 
teams playing throughout tho country 
under a sort of divide galo-monay scheme 
which

Among the clubs tl-,oro were the old At- 
lantic, Mutual, Eokford, Athletic 
and 


Philadelphia wit'i headq mrtors in New

Cincinnati Rod Stocking nine of 1808 was 
tie lirst regular salaried team, and from 
that year may be dated Iho oxistonco of 
professional ball plajlng. A short timo 
afterwards the other dubs branched into 
regular salaried teams in place of tho 
Bomi-professionnl nines which had existed 
previously. 
Tho Cincinnati hold tlio 


championship pennant for several years 
and then lost it in 1870 to a Chicago team 
by two successive defeats out of a series 
of three games. 


Between tho years 1870 and 1875, tho fu- 


ture of baso ball was a question which 
comparatively few were sufflci-iiitly inter- 
ested to entertain. It had put on tho pro- 
fessional garb, It is true, but, sa'arios were 
small, backing was of a dubious charac- 
ter, and patronage—in its infancy. Pictuie 
John M. Ward, indulging in a ride on a 
freight train through New York State to 
secure an engagement with a ball club 
that really did not know how much Jongei 
it would bo privileged to live, and that 
may give some ideaai to the piospects of 
success. Imagine Michael J . Kelly the

Columbus club, with which to buy a pair 
of shoes, as he was playing in his stock- 
ing feet. Fancy Al Spaldlng, the million- 
aire president of the Chicago club, playing 
ball fur tho old Kockford club at a salary 
of SCO a month. 
Those wero pretty 


anxious days for the professional players, 
and but few of them ever anticipated tho 
great improvement that has taken placo 
iu the national game since that timo.

of national pride, tho game of baseball 
owes ia a large degree its suci-ess and 
popularity to those elements in it which 
are identical with the crowning- charac- 
teristics of the average American.

This curious freak of 'nature is sug 


gested at present by a story going the 
rounds of the press concerning a woman 
in Now York gradually becoming ossified 
Sho noticed the ends of hor fingers bo 
coming stiffened, and one day knocked 
ono of her lingers against a table ant 
broke off the pnd joint. It was a solid 
bone and very brittle. Hor nose and feet 
are now turning to bone.

Benedict Arnold a Drngglst, 


It is not generally known, even to those 


interested in matters historical, that 
Benedict Arnold In his younger days kept 
an apothecary's shop here, says a New 
Haven, Conn., despatch. He was born in 
Norwich, in a pretentious house still 
standing, and Dr. Lathrop taught him the 
drug business in a little shop in the vil- 
lage street. 
Arnold removed to New 


Haven and started a drug shop, where he 
dealt out pills and nostrums to the towns- 
people, whom he later treated to pills of 
which lead was the principal ingredient. 


The old sign which swung In front of 


the drug shop is now an Interesting relio 
in the possession of the historical society, 
the words "From London" being- a clever 
dodgo which he played on the guileless 
Yankee, and clearly showing- his character 
years before he became a traitor. 


Surrounded by freight trains and lum- 


ber yards In Water street stands the house 
in which Arnold lived. It ie a roomy 
structure. A pathway bordered by box- 
wood leads to a covered porch, on either 
side of which Is a seat. The waters of 
New Haven bay came up to the gate of 
the house In years gone by, and Water 
street was then lined with hand»ome 
villas belonging to wealthy residents. At 
the lower end was the fashionable Pavil- 
ion hotel, now a factory.

beautiful and valuable. 


This was the same discovery that Lin- 


raous made, but Instead of neglecting it 
and receiving a patent of knighthood Mr 
Mooro has followed It up and will mako a 
fortune. 


Nearly twolvo years ago ho fitted Tip a 


mussel farm on tho Ohio River, about 
forty miles from Cincinnati, very much 
liko tho oyster farms of Clinton and other 
places on the Connecticut coast, whore 
tho oysters arc grown upon poles stuck 
into the muddy bod of tho water, so that 
they can bo raised and Inspected from 
timo to timo. 


Mr. Moore was soon at tho Astor House 


after his return from Europe, and just be- 
fore starting for his Ohio homo, and told 
about his experience as a "pearl fanner" 


^ "There is no secret about It," ho said, 
need to accomplish what "l have done is~a 
piece of good river bottom, tho mussels 
aud patience—more of the latter than of 
anything else. 


"When Hirst started I had little faith 


In tho poarl producing qualities of tlio 
mussel, but I was in ill health and unablo 
to attend to any regular business, so I 
wont ahead." 


"It was hard work, I tell you," ho con- 


tinued, ' for, to tell the truth, I did not 
know myself what was to bo tlio end of 
tho experiment, but before two years had 
gone by I was convinced that I. could 
grow just as good poarls as Mother Na- 
ture can, and now I am egotistical 
enough to think that I am rather a bottor 
workman In this lino than that ancient 
and reliable dame. 


"At Iirst tho work was vory slow and 


most discouraging, but i kept at It. I 
found that I was very clumsy about hand- 
ling my pets, aud that fully one-half of 
them that I pried tho shells open to Insert 
tho grain of sand, died. This did not pay, 
as I lost both my timo and my mussels " 


Then the speaker told how ho had tried 


many different substances for forming 
the centre of his poarls, and finally do- 
cided to try wax. 


"I am an expert now," ho said with a 


laugh, "and not only can I insert tho wax 
foundations without hurting my little 
workmen, but I can also takeout tiio poarl 
when it is as largo as I want it and then 
give him a new pieco of wax to go ahead 
on. I now have half a hundred of tho fel- 
lows that have got well Into their second 
yoar on pearl number two, and have lost 
only one of them. 


"I havo a delicate sot of Instruments 


mado for brain operations that I uso to 
nondlo tho mussels, and I havo got no 
that I can toll just whore to look for tha 
poarl every timo." 


"But Mr. Mooro," said the reporter 


"don't you fear overloading tho market 
with pearls aud depreciating their value?" 


"Oh, no. I cannot mako my workers 


move fast enough for that. I have boon 
at it for twelve years now, and I havo 
only about 400 perfect pearls to show for 
my time. Of course those are lino ones 
and aro worth from $100 to S500 each—say 
1100,000 for the 
lot. 
That is not bod, 


hough, for twelve years of work on a 
farm of less tuan one aero. 


. "Beside this my farm has just come into 
(earing, and ] expect to get from fifty to 
one hundred pearls from now on.» 


"Can you make them of any size you 
ilease?" queried the reporter. 
"Anything in reason,' was tho answsr. 
I do not mean that I can mako thorn as 
Ig as a barrel or as big as some of tho 
oarlsof legendary times that were hol- 


lowed out for drinking-cups. I can make 
an averrged-slzed gem as they run nowa- 
days, but what Is moro important I can 
mako them of different colors." 


Then tho pearl farmer took from his 


pocket a little violot velvet case and 
opened it. Tho receptacle was lined with, 
pure white velvet, and in a little hollow 
lay a pear-shaped pink peaii. 


"That is one of my finest specimens," ho 


said, as the light played over tho Irrides- 
cont surface. It is worth at least $1,000, 
and possibly moro. I had a mate to it 
that was a little more spherical that I 
have sent to the Smithsonian Institute In 
Washington.

WARM AND INTERESTING. 


TIIE SCIIDYLKILL NAVY BALL PLAY- 


ERS MOBBED AT BRISTOL. 


(From a Press Staff Correspondent.) 
BRISTOL, PA., September 13 : — 
Mobbing a visiting ball team has 


nothing strikingly exciting about it 
for the people up in the coal regions 
of Pennsylvania. They live on pitch- 
ers' gore and out-fielders' loosened 
eye-balls up there, but down around 
these parts there is something new 
about base ball riots that lends the 
charm of entertainment thereto—that 
is if the riot has not hit you.

leather will stop blooding. 


In nil oases of bovoro bleeding the only 


thing which can l>o safely depended upon 
is pressure. 


An obfcllnato caso of nose-bloed may be 


Btoppod by bathing the hands for hail an 
hour lu cold water. 


If ignorant of the location of vessels, 


press with the linger or piece of cloth di- 
rectly under tlio wound. 


If the blood Is bright aod comes in jots, 


npply Ilrm pressure upou tlio artery above 
the cut nearest the heart. 


In the severing of an artery press the 


point of division firmly with the Uuger 
until a blood-clot is formed. 


If the blood comes in a steady stream 


from a vein npply prossuie just above the 
cut furthest from the lioart. 


For a Blight cut, lot the blood How for 


half a minute, then dip in cold water or 
apply ice. Bandage it necessary. 


Bleeding from an external wound or 


from the nostrils can bo checked by the 
use of powdered alum, which coagulates 
the blood. 


Bleeding from the stomach can goner- 


ally bo checked by lying on the back and 
taking occasional ewallows of iced water 
or lemonade. 


The following treatment for bleeding 


from tho mouth, throat or lungs is recom- 
mended : Strict rest in bod, with the head, 
raised, light diet and ice cold drinks. 


If blooding from the leg the artery in 


the groin must be pressed very forcibly 
with three fingers, aided by the weight of 
the body.—PuiUidelphia Eecoid.
